A CERTAIN SIGN. 
The announcement that the legislature of Oklahoma, by 
putting out the Walton regime, will save the state two million 
dollars a year is assuring news. It is one of the best pieces of 
news we have seen in a long time, for our ever mounting cost 
of state government has been a source of great worry. Sooner 
or later the revenue from oil wit! diminish, and we do not 
want to be living on too high a level. 
0 
But the fiasco of the Walton administration is but an­ 
other Proof that a demagog can be determined’by his line of 
talk. Walton went about this state, calling one set of citizens 
lobbers, cutthroats and a number of other things, or at least 
words to that effect He tried to make it appear, and appar­ 
ently made a good many thousand believe him, that the far­ 
mers and those belonging to labor unions are the only honest 
men in the commonwealth. He tried to array one body of men 
against another body. 
This is the trick of a cheap politician, and should serve 
to turn the electorate against him. We have yet to see a man 
who really wants to serve mankind go about the state de­ 
nouncing any profession or any given large body o f men or 
women. It is so silly, if we only would stop to think of it. 
Human nature is the same, whether it be in the form of a 
banker, a college president or a farmer. It is the same wheth­ 
er it be in the city or in the country. It is the same now as it 
was when Christ taught on U phills of Palestine. Jt is the 
same it was when Aristotle wrote rn ancient Greece. It is the 
same it was when Cicero'delievered his famous orations in 
the governmental halls ^ a n c ie n t Rome. 
You can take a cross section of humanity in any state or 
in any section, and, barring the differences caused by the 
varying code of morale in -practice, you will find about the 
same number of ^crooks and honest men. Human beings be 
come "crooks or honest men before they reach their maturity, 
and npt after they become members of a vocational group. 
This does not mean to imply there are not honest proges- 
sives, who want evils corrected.* The man who is honest in his 
aims, however,, will not try to gain power by generally malign­ 
ing groups of men or women. He will either be specific about 
his charges, or he will ignore them and tell only what he in­ 
tends to do. 


A big firm has announced a new plan of insurance against 
non-employment that may prove to contain considerable merit. 
It is for each employe to pay a stipulated per centage of his 
wages into a fund every week which is supplemented by the 
company, to be paid to the employes during periods when 
business is slack and they are thrown out of work for the time 
being. The men would hardly miss the small payment when 
times were flush with them while it would mean the differ­ 
ence between possible want and perhaps moving elsewhere 
tc 
find work and able to get on until business revived. On the 
other hand, it is better for the company to hold its men dur­ 
ing periods of depression rather than start with a new crew 
after a shutdown. Thus the plan works to the advantage to 
both sides, the workers getting enough each week to keep 
them from want and the employing concern having a trained 
crew available at a day's notice.

As a general thing a national election in Mexico is the 
signal for a revolution and the present one is no exception 
to the rule. The Mexicans have not yet reached the point 
where they are willing for free ballots to settle the matter. 
They understand bullets better than they do ballots and they 
appeal to awns instead of reason. Diaz was the only man the 
country ever produced who was strong enough to rule it any 
length of time and it is not likely that there will be much 
peace in the so-called republic until another man of his typ* 
appears. Diaz did much to advance the nation as a whole but 
he did not rise to his opportunity to educate the lower classes 
and treat them with justice. The present uprising may be 
crushed for the time being but within a year or two some ither 
ambitious aspirant to the presidency will likely start another.

When the Lord confronted Adam with his disobedience 
to divine commands, he instantly laid the responsibility on his 
wife when he reminded the Lord that He Himself had given 
to the now humbled sinner. From that day until this good 
hour it has been a trait of human nature to blame other peo­ 
ple or adverse circumstances for their failures and short com­ 
ings. If a man or a people find themselves in a bad fix, they 
at once begin to look about for some one on whom to lay the 
blame. This very trait has been responsible for many move­ 
ments affecting the welfare of the race and has given the 
demagogue his golden opportunity. 
When Rome was wiped out by a great conflagration the 
people began t<T1ook about for a goat and 
were 
about to 
settle on the emperor Nero. To save his own hide Nero turned 
their attentions to the Christians and for months these unfor­ 
tunate people were hunted like wild beasts and put to death 
with every torture that savage ingenuity could invent. This 
was perhaps the most atrocious example of misplaced ven­ 
geance in history but other instances are common. 
In American history it has been nothing unusual to see 
some of the ablest and most patriotic, public men relegated to 
the rear in times when the people were hunting for a goat and 
howling demagogues elevated in their places or at least men 
of inferior ability. 
We well remember thai after Cleveland had administered 
the affairs of the nation most successfully for four years the 
wild talk of the high tariff beneficiaries and exponents de­ 
feated him. Harrison, his successor, although a man of honesty 
and good intentions, backed by a Republican congress, had the 
country on the verge of a panic when he retired 
in 
1893. 
Cleveland faced one of the most trying periods of the nation's 
history and but for his level head and steady hand the country 
would have sunk to lower levels when it actually did as a 
result of the Republican regime. However, he was made the 
goat by his own party and the party itself was made the goat 
for the succeeding sixteen years by the 
Republicans. 
The 
Democratic party and starving times were synonymous terms 
with Republican stump speakers and newspapers. 
The next goat was Woodrow Wilson. Politicians clamor- 


2d for a change after he had brought the country through the 
greatest crisis since the Revolution. He

and 
lounded until in defending himself before the people he al­ 
most sacrificed his life a victim to political sharpers. 
Thus it goes in every nation and every community. With 
such a prospect confronting them it is not surprising that the 
best minds of the country refuse to attempt to take a* leading 
part in the direction of 
public affairs. They know that if 
:rops are short, if business conditions are bad or anything 
else goes wrong the people will at once go in search of a goat 
and this does not appeal to the man who can use his talents 
with greater profit to himself.
